MAY 5 CARRIED IDENTICAL FRONT-PAGE STORIES, HEADED, 
"WELCOMING THE MONDALE VISIT." 

NOTING NEWS REPORTS THAT "MONDALE WAS NOT RPT NOT 
WARMLY WARMLY WELCOMED IN MANILA, ALTHOUGH HE CAME WITH 
A BIG AID PACKAGE," THE NEWSPAPERS' STORY ATTRIBUTED THE 
COOL" RECEPTION TO THE VICE PRESIDENT'S DESIRE TO "TALK 
WITH OPPOSITION GROUP" MEMBERS. 

THE STORY THEN REPORTED THAT "OUTSIDERS" ARE INTERESTED 
IN PROMOTING AN INTERVIEW WITH "PEOPLE DEFENDERS " IN 
INDONESIA. "WHO IS MEANT BY PEOPLE DEFENDERS?" 

THE STORY ASKED. "IS NOT THE INDONESIA GOVERNMENT, THE 
HOST, THE DEFENDER OF ITS PEOPLE? IS MR. MONDALE 
INTERESTED IN LAUNCHING SOME PRESSURES'? 

"INDONESIA, AS THE HOST, CERTAINLY WILL HONOR ITS 
GUEST," THE STORY CONCLUDED. "BUT IT MUST ALSO BE 
REMEMBERED THAT THE VISITOR SHOULD ALSO HONOR HIS 
HOST, IS THAT NOT CORRECT? " 
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MEANWHILE, MAY 5 BERITA BUANA, A DAILY WITH CLOSE 
TIES TO THE ARMED FORCES, REPORTED IN A NEWS STORY 
THAT MONDALE WILL HAVE AN "INCOGNITO" MEETING WITH 
ADNAN BUYUNG NASUTION SH AND PROE. DR. MAHAR MARDJONO. 
THE NEWSPAPER SAID THE MEETING IS NOT INCLUDED ON 
THE GOES OFFICIAL ITINERARY EOR THE VICE PRESIDENT. 

IT QUOTED AN UNNAMED SOURCE AS SAYING IT WOULD BE 
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" PROPER TO FOLLOW THE NEWSPAPER WITH TIES TO VICE 
PRESIDENT ADAM MALIK, IN A MAY 5 EDITORIAL ENTITLED, 

"THE STATE VISIT OF WALTER MONDALE" SAID:

...IF THE...RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN THE TWO NATIONS IS 
TO BE DISCUSSED...THERE ARE, IN OUR OPINION, SOME 
MAIN ISSUES TO BE TAKEN UP. THESE ARE: THE DECLINING 
OIL EXPORTS FROM INDONESIA TO THE UNITED STATES, THE 
THE SALE OF LIQUID GAS FROM ARUN AND BONTANG TO THE 
U.S., AND, MOST IMPORTANT, THE INDONESIAN ARCHIPELA- 
GIC CONCEPT (WAWASAN NUSANTARA). WE CONSIDER THE 
LATTER AN IMPORTANT ITEM FOR DISCUSSION, BECAUSE TO 
FORM AN ECONOMICALLY UNIFIELD...INDONESIA, WHICH 
CONSISTS OF THOUSANDS OF ISLANDS, IT IS NECESSARY TO 
SET MARITIME BORDERS IN ORDER TO PROVIDE GUARANTEE OF 
INDONESIA'S RIGHT TO MANAGE ITS DEEP SEA RESOURCES."

COMMENT THAT THE UNITED STATES IS NOT INTERESTED IN THE 
ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT AND PROSPERITY OE SOUTHEAST ASIA. 

THE VIETNAMESE NEWSPAPER WAS QUOTED AS SAYING THAT 
THE UNITED STATES IS ONLY TRYING TO DEFEND THE
